More than 1,000 boys and girls 


stayed away from West End High 
School in Birmingham for the 
third day in a row, while an esti- 
mated 300 walked out at Murphy 
High in Mobile for the first time,, 
chanting anti-Negro yells,, Nearly 
50 pupils were arrested at Mobile. 
. Sympathy protests broke out at 
.the still-segregated Ensley and 
Jones Valley high schools in Bir- 
mingham, and a yelling crowd of 
some 300 teen-agers from the boy- 
cotted schools massed in front of 
still another„ Phillips High,, de- 
manding that pupils there join the 
walkout. 


Helmeted police rushed to Phil- 


lips and sealed off the block sur- 
rounding the school while the 
youthful demonstrators shouted 
and waved prosegregation ban- 
ners and Confederate flags. 


j Teachers ordered the Phillips 
pupils back to class, and few o£ 
them actually left the school.

In order to protect the public 


from food poisoning, strep throat, 
influenza, typhoid fever and many

- PY,; France (AP) — A Fffencli 
airliner struck"' a mountain in 
southern France today) and res- 
cuers who reached the site later 
reported all- 40 persons aboard 
had;, perished. There were 36 pas- 
sengers, all British tourists,, and 
four crew members. 


A ground team which had set 


out from Py for the wreckage of 
the plane,, on rugged 4,800-foot 
Roc de la Rouquette, advised Gen- 
darmerie headquarters by radio 
that all aboard had been killed 
when the plane slammed into the 
mountain shortly after midnight. 


The plane was bound from Lon- 


don to Perpignan. Py is 32 miles 
southwest of Perpignan. 


The plane took off from Lon- 


don's Gatwick Airport Wednesday 
riight. Llabanere Airport near1 Per- 
pignan said it lost contact With 
the plane during its approach to 
the airport. 


Heavy storms swept the region 


as the plane headed into the Per- 
pignan area. 


The twin-engine plane 
was 


owned by Airnautic, a French air 
line. 


In the past dozen years, the 


mountainous region of Perpignan 
near the Mediterranean has been 
the site of eight plane crashes 
that killed 97 persons. 


Most recently, in October, 1961, 


a British plane went down near 
Prades, killing 34 persons. Last 
January, a French military plane 
crashed, killed 12.

NEW YORK (AP)'—Will federal 


tax cuts be too little and too late 
to do the job originally outlined 
for them—to get 
the economy 


growing faster? 


Or will they take effect only in 


time to ease the pains of another 
recession? One is due in a few 
months, if you believe the compil- 
ers of charts on the length of busi- 
ness cycles. 


Tax cuts have taken another 


step in their slow-motion march 
from administration idea toward 
congressional enactment. 


Whatever 
their 
final 
effect, 


each step forward—like their ap 
proval Tuesday by the House 
Ways and; Means Committee — 
gives business an emotional lift. 


This usually shows up first in 


that most mercurial spot, the 
stock market. On schedule, the 
committee's action with its prom- 
ise of lower tax rates in the fu- 
ture for corporation earnings sent 
stock prices up Tuesday. 


The tax cut proposal has been 


a talking point in market deci- 
sions for more than a year now. 
At the time of the 
spectacular 


stock market crash in May 19G2 
many feared a recession was be- 
ing foreshadowed. Tax' cuts were 
talked up big as an antidote. 


Business didn't follow the stock 


market downward! and the tax cut 
proposals were delayed until the 
start of the new Congress this 
January1. As business picked up 
this spring pressure for quick tax 
cuts eased. 


The congressional path is still 


a long,one. The, House, must act 
on its committee's recommenda- 
tion. Then the Senate will delib- 
erate. The question now is wheth- 
er it will act this year or next, 
and whether its timing will be off. 


For a tax cut to have any real 


impact on consumer buying—be- 
yond the psychological 
one of 


great expectations—the actual cut 
in the amount withheld from pay 
checks for federal taxes must 
take place. The checks must ac- 
tually be larger. For business 
spending plans to be fattened,, a 
cut in corporate income tax rates 
must be assured by congressional 
action.

restaurants, movie houses and oth- 
er facilities have been desegre- 
gated in the past nine months 
without incident. 


Connor blamed the integration 


movement on "a clique of so- 
called Negro preachers who are 
making money out of this' thing" 


Amis Guthridge, president of 


the citizens council, introduced 
Connor as the "type of leader- 
ship which will save not only the 
South, but these United States." 


Earlier Tuesday, in a news con- 


ference, Connor said the light 
against integration cannot be won 
until "white people rise tip and 
fight like our forefathers did." 


He defended his actions against 


anti-segregation demonstrations in. 
Birmingham, praised Gov. George 
C. Wallace of Alabama and was 
sharply critical of the Kennedy 
administration. 


As commissioner of public safe- 


ty, Connor directed police to put 
down demonstrators in what he 
said was a harsh mdnner. 


"We threw them (Negroes) in 


jail by the hundreds," he said. 
"We used dogs and high-pressure 
hoses. When they parade—white or 
black — that's what causes trou- 
ble." 


To stem the tide of Negro dem- 


onstrators, Connor said;, whites 
have "got to march, sit-in and 
pray like they (Negroes) do." 


Birmingham changed its form 


of government in April to the ma- 
yor-council system, leaving Connor 
without a job. He later lost heavily 
in a race for mayor. He is Demo- 
cratic n a t i o n a l committeeman 


from Alabama and said he has no 
intention .ol supporting President 
Kennedy in 1964. 


Connor referred to Atty. Gen. 


Robert Kennedy as "Bobby * sax 
Kennedy" and said his appoin/- 
ment as attorney genera! was the 
"biggest mistake the President 
ever made." 


Connor, who said his father was 


born in Pine Bluff, Ark., said 
whites should organize "get out 
the vote", drives just as Negroes 
are doing. 


The 65-year-old Connor said his 


family left Arkansas in the 1880s. 


"If my father could! see some of 


the things going on in this country- 
today, he'd turn over in his 
grave," Connor said. 


"But d y n a mite,, sticks and 


bricks is not the way to stop inte- 
gration," he said. "The white man 
is going to have to rise up and 
fight like our forefathers did 100 
years ago."

A crop of about 
two dozen policemen,, including 
Negro officers, watched but there 
were no disturbances. 


The demonstrations began last 


week with picketing of five Negro 
high schools where an extended 
day program was introduced to 
relieve crowded classrooms. 


Negroes said the c r o w d i n g 


•u should be remedied by sending Ne- 


groes to less crowded white high 
schools. The board's gradual de- 
segregation plan won't reach the 
high schools at the present rate 
until 1969.

governmental 


agencies pressing for a better 
break for Negro workers, hiring 
practices and contests for jobs 
have become an acute issue. 


As a result of these pressures, 


there have been some questions 
raised whether a reverse1 discrim- 
ination—against white workers- 
might develop. 


An Associated Press survey of 


some of the nation's major in- 
dustrial centers showed that more 
Negroes are being hired for bet- 
ter jobs but it also indicated there 
is no great rush to provide em- 
ployment for them on the basis 
of race. 


On the other hand, Vice Presi- 


dent Lyndon B. Johnson, who 
heads President Kennedy's Com- 
mittee on Equal Employment Op- 
portunity., said industry had ex- 
ceeded expectations in providing 
more and better jobs for non- 
whites. 


Promotion of three Negroes to 


post office supervisory jobs, al- 
though they were lower than 53 
white men on the established mer- 
it sale, set off a furor in Dallas. 


Eleven high-ranking white post- 


al workers filed suit against-the 


Post Office Department, claiming 
they were discriminated; against 
because of their race. 


A Seattle employment agency 


operator., .reported two instances 
in the last month in which white 
workers complained they had lost 
their jobs because they had been 
replaced with Negroes. 


Dudley Cameron, deputy area 


manager of the California Depart- 
ment of Employment in San Fran- 
cisco, reported an increasing in- 
clination to hire Negroes. 


"One might say il is discrimina- 


tion against whites," he said. 


In New York City, two members 


of the City Commission on Human 
Rights suggested that racial bias 
in the building trades might be 
eased by favoring Negroes over 
white applicants for apprentice- 
ship. 


About 70 St. Louis area firms 


have made efforts since the first 
of this year to hire Negroes for 
the first time on jobs other than 
menial capacity. Negro leaders 
and employment experts said that 
there have been no complaints of 
discrimination in reverse.

Henry M. Britt of Hot Springs at- 
tacked Monday night the party 
Jeadership of Winthrop Rockefell- 
er. 


Britt and Spicer met with the 


Pulaski County Women's Republi- 
can Club to answer questions 
about their moves to cut down 
Rockefeller's party duties to those 
of national committeeman. 


Several Young Republicans,, who 


are on Rockefeller's side, also at- 
tended to ask questions. 


Britt said the partyi hadn't made 


any real progress under Rocke- 
feller. He said that in 1952 Jack 
Joyce polled 38,000 votes for 3rd 
District congressman and in 19(52 
Cy Carney Jr. polled only 25,000. 
Roy Mitchell of Hot Springs polled 
78,000 votes for governor in 1924 
and Willis Rickctts of Fayettcville 
got 82,000 votes last year, Britt 
pointed! out. 


Rockefeller 
became 
national 


committeeman in 1!)G1. Britt polled 
129,000 votes for governor in 19GO. 


Britt and Spicer said Rockefell- 


er had been highhanded in deal- 
ing with lower party 
officials. 


They said he had been doing the 
state chairman's work and that he 
really hadn't helped the partyi at 
the polls. 


The executive committee of the 


party voted 11-10 Aug. 31 to limit 
Rockefeller's activities to those of 
national committeeman. S p i c e r 
said Rockefeller's activities and 
(hose of his assistant, Everett A. 
Ham Jr., had violated party rules 
by assuming duties of the state 
chairman. 


Spicer gave two examples. He 


said that after Ben C. Henley of 
Harrison stepped down as state 
chairman in 1961, Rockefeller sent 
out correspondence from the state 
office over the signature of new 
chairman Roy Mitchell of Hot 
Springs without Mitchell's knowl- 
edge. He said Rockefeller initiated 
political surveys in several coun- 
ties,, including Jefferson County, 
and that, the first that he knew of 
it was when he read it in news- 
papers. 


Britt said he and other Republi- 


cans went to Rockefeller many 
times, beginning in March, -asking 
him to get rid of Ham. Each time, 
he said, "It was still the same old 
answer. He's running the show.

Spicer, Britt and Mrs. Jean 


Starnes,. moderator of the pro- 
gram, criticised the Young Repub- 
licans. "There are things that you

U.S., China 
Ambassadors 
in Meetinq 
WARSAW, Poland (AP) — The 


119th U.S.-Red Chinese ambassa- 
dorial meeting began today in an 
unusual atmosphere 
of clicking 


cameras,, floodlights and security 
guards. 


Ambassadors John Moors Cabot 


and Wang Ping-nan haS the start 
of their face-to-face meeting in 
Warsaw's Mysliwiecki P a l a c e 
filmed by a local television crew 
at the request of Western news 
media. 


Newsmen,, for probably the first 


time since the talks began in Gen- 
eva in 1955, were allowed into the 
meeting room to actually witness 
a brief exchange by the two am- 
bassadlors. 


Cabot and Wang stood behind 


polished tables 10 feet apart,, each 
flanked by three aides. They ex- 
changed curt smiles and half 
bows. 


Cabot then asked Wang! to con- 


firm that it was all right for the 
scene to be filmed. The Chinese 
envoy did so with a nod and 
smile. 


Outsiders left the room before 


the two ambassadors opened their

Cabot generally was thought to
